The annual convention of the Grand 
Parlor of the Native Sons of the Golden 
West, now in session at Oakland, re­ 
calls to mind the fact that this is the 
most powerful and virile social organi 
zation in California. 
In general terms, 
while being a social body with minor 
benevolent features, the deeper inspire 
tion of it is pride in California and a 
patriotic regard for its welfare, 
thus has. a very serious aspect that 
likely to be overlooked in the irapos 
frig ceremonies with which it celebrates 
the 9th of September as the day on 
which California was admitted to the 
Union. 
The annual convention ^ now 
-being held is for the purpose of trans 
acting the ordinary business of the 
•order, such as the election of grand 
officers, 
inquiry into the state and 
progress of the order, and the like. 


The 
organization, 
necessarily, 
composed of young men, few being 
past 46 years of age. Its members 
number many thousands, and there is 
a remarkably strong bond of fellowship 


* 
uniting them. 
Being young men, for 
the most part sons of the hardy, strong 
and adventurous pioneers of California 
and reared under 
conditions 
most 
favorable tor the production of a vigor 


; 
ous, aggressive and enthusiastic man­ 
hood, they- ars a unique body, capable 
of accomplishing more, perhaps, than 


- any other body of men in the State 
No. form of religion being a bar to 


' membership, politics being tabooed, 
and the only qualifications for joining 
tieing upright conduct and a patriotic 
love for California, it is evident that 


' nothing stands in the way of its enor­ 
mous power for accomplishing good 
In what way is this power being ex­ 
erted? Although politics is eschewed, 
'there seems to be nothing to prevent 
these young men for upholding the 


: 
dignity, and guarding the fair name of 
.their State by punishing political mis­ 
creants who have betrayed a public 
trust 
If, however, it should be argued 
that their energies might be best em­ 
ployed along lines the pursuit of which 
would arouse 
no dissension, then 
clearly the material development of the 
State presents an enticing opportunity. 


It is not claimed that this can be 
done under the scheme of general or­ 
ganization as it exists at present, or 
that it would be wise or beneficial for 
the order to introduce 
any feature 
which might tend to overshadow the 
purely social one that now makes it 
so pleasant, wholesome and useful a 
society. 
But while the prestnt fea­ 
tures might be strictly adhered to by 
the central body, it would seem that 
an off shoot from it might be consti­ 
tuted that would produce wonderful 
results for the good of the State. 


From one end of California to the 
other there is a spontaneous awakening 
to the duty of developing the State, 
and in this task all sectional jealousies 
have been buried and the people stand 
together. T o what extent the influence 
of the Native Sons has been exerted 
to accomplish this result, if to any, we 
are not informed; and yet unmistak­ 
ably they are the men above all others 
to take the lead in making California 
what it ought to be. No doubt their I 
influence as individuals is being earn- • 
estly exerted in the great movement 


• which is now going forward, but as a 
body they have assumed a responsibil­ 


ity that seems to make the exercise of 
this patriotic energy in a collective 
capacity a positive duty. 
And such 
organized effort, under the sanction of 
the central body, would accomplish 
vastly more than the scattered and un­ 
organized 
efforts of the individual 
members. 


The 
suggestions are submitted for 
the earnest consideration of this ad­ 
mirable body of young men, and there 
is no better time for such considera­ 
tion than the annual convention of the 
order.—S. F. Call.

How He Started the Salmon Banked 
"IMmen" That Bad Saoh a Big Bon 
Thirty Year* A«o—Notable Author* Who 
Wrote Stories For Beadle. 


A man cUed^almost unnoticed the other 
day in New York who wag, In his prime, 
a revolutionist In the literary field. I re­ 
fer to the publisher, Erastua F. lioadle, 
the father of the cheap novel. Those of us 
whose memory reaches book to the times 
before the orVil war will recall the fact 
that the 86 and 60 cent novel was the rule 
in those days, and the cost of paper and 
printer's ink, which went up with every­ 
thing else, soon accustom od the novel 
reader to the Idea of paying even (1 or 
more for his treat. 


But through all the Beadle dime novel 
held its own. It was a little salmon cov­ 
ered duodecimo, rarely illustrated inside, 
but often with a startling picture under­ 
neath the title. In an Informal chat with a 
visitor about ten years ago, Mr. Beadle told 
most entertainingly the story of his ven­ 
ture in publishing. 
The idea of the dime 
novel occurred to him, he said, in 1869, 
and he began to act upon it In 1860. 


'' The state of the book market then,'' he 
went on, "was peculiar. 
Every one was 
publishing books with thick paper and 
wide margins—trying to see how little 
they oould give their readers for $1 or 
SI.60. 
Publishers exchanged books and 
•took back suoh as were not gold. 
Well, I 
took the other took, and thought I would 
see how muoh I oould give for 10 cents— 
cash sales, no oredit. 
Every one said the 
project would fall, but it didn't. 


"We first published dime song books, 
eook books, etiquette books, etc., which 
we bound in salmon colored cover. Mo 
'yellow covered dimes' were ever sent out 
by me—the color was snlmon. The yellow 
covered ones were imitations and were a 
bad lot. 
WeU, after awhllo I started the 
dime novel. 
Mrs. Ann 8. Stephens was 
the author of the first one—' Madeska'—a 
prize story published 40 years ago In The 
Ladies' Companion. I paid her 9260 for 
the right to reprint the story. We sold 
10,000 copies right off and then 30,000." 


Mr. Beadle had an editor in his employ 
named Viotor who used to pass upon man­ 
uscripts, order special work and the like, 
just as the editor of a literary weekly or 
monthly would do it. He was as Interest­ 
ed as his chief In nwalling their joint un­ 
dertaking. 


" Tho authors who wrote for us,'' said 
he, '' were notable persons In their way. 
We had, for instance, one book by a man 
who was onco a member of the Ohio legis­ 
lature, another by an ex-governor of tho 
name state. He never wrote us a bad line. 
Edward S. El 11B—you know him P—wrote 
us our most popular novel. He was a 
Methodist, and he went to his minister to 
know whether he could write a dime 
novel. He was a schoolteacher in Tren­ 
ton and was not 81 when he wrote his first, 
'dime,' for which he got $86. That was 
'Seth Jones.' " 


"Yes, 
I remember," broke in Mr. Bea­ 
dle, 
unable to restrain his enthusiasm, 
'' we plastered the country with ' Who is 
Seth Jones?' and when the excitement ran 
high we answered the question with that 
picture you see on that cover—'I'm Seth 
Jones.' We sold 60,000 copies of that story 
right off." 


"These novels," Mr. Victor continued, 
'' Introduced either historical or local char­ 
acters. They followed right after Cooper's 
tales, which suggested them. 
Mrs. A. M. 
Dennison wrote historic 
fiction. 
Judge 
Jared Hall of Ohio wrote 'Tho Slavo 
Sculptor,' a story of Mexico in Montezu­ 
ma's time—good names. 
Then there was 
Clara Augusta. 
She was a Maine lady 
and a clover writer. Ellis wrote exclusive­ 
ly for us, and we have paid him as high as 
»360 for a novel of 40,000 words. 


'' Why, we paid better, In proportion to 
the quantity of matter we accepted, than 
The Atlantic Monthly. Our stories were 
very popular, and our yellow covered rivals 
—bad books—began to spring up. What 
did we do then? Oh, we had to kill a few 
more Indians than we used to, but we held 
our own against thorn. Ours were stories 
of exciting adventure only.; there was 
nothing bad about them. 
See this article 
in The North American Review for July, 
1864, 
wherein they are described and criti­ 
cised. They are pronounced 'exceptionally 
moral,' and they ' do not even obscurely 
pander to vice or exoite passions.' The 
so called 'cheap libraries' have sent these 
old style dime novels into the background, 
though we keep a stock of the best ones 
on liand still. 


" You ask abont Mayne Reldf 
We have 
a list of his works. 
He would have sunk 
into obscurity if we hadn't sustained him. 
He has written certainly 60 stories and 
sketches for us. He was working for us ex­ 
clusively for eight or nine years. We made 
a double number of. his 'Scalp Hunters,' 
ope Ckt his mnat popular stories, reprinting 
it at his request. He retained, of course, 
the English rights in his works. We never 
paid him less than 1600 for a story; that 
was the standard price, though we may 
have paid him more at times. 


" I remember he brought his 'White 
Squaw' down here one morning and said 
he must have (700 for it, and we gave him 
a check without reading the manuscript, 
which contained only about 60,000 words. 
Beid was always In trouhje 
financially, 
but he was a prolific writer, and when he 
got hard np he would dash off sketch after 
sketch and come down here with his pock­ 
ets stuffed. Here is a lot of his manuscript 
now that has never been printed on this 
side."—Kate Field's Washington.

APOPLEXY. 


Most Case* Occur Between t h e Ages of 
Thirty and Sixty. 


" Three-fourths of all adult apoplexy oc­ 
curs between the ages of 80 aud 60, being 
pretty eveuly 
distributed between the 
fourth, fifth and sixth decades,'' says Dr. 
C. L. Dana In a medical print. 


"Excess!vo mental work," he declares 
later, "does not lead to apoplexy, and 
brain workers do not die of this disease 
unless they are intemperate in eating, 
drinking and perhaps in smoking, though 
on this latter point I feel doubtful. The 
conditions of modern civilization undoubt­ 
edly aro tending to increase the number of 
cases of apoplexy, particularly thoso due 
to rupturo of blood vessels. 
The fact that 
under hotter sanitary conditions more per­ 
sons reach the apoplectic age is one cause 
of this. The gradual lessening of the num­ 
ber Of occult Infectious fevers, and tho 
consequent lessening of mortality from 
such diseases, Increase the proportionate 
number of deaths due to diseases of tho 
arterial system. In fact, tho stress of mod­ 
ern civilization shows more, so far as or­ 
ganic disease is concerned, upon tho arter­ 
ies than upon the nervous system. Tho 
increased opportunities for Indulgence in 
luxurious modes of living and in excessive 
rating and drinking tend - to impair the 
integrity of the coats of tho arteries and to 
promote conditions of arterial fibrosis. Al­ 
ready this fact may bo demonstrated from 
tho statistics of our groat cities, as well as 
deduced from the known laws of pathology. 


"As to tho exciting cause of the attacks 
of apoplexy, some misapprehension ap­ 
parently prevails. We all know that many 
fatal cases occur In persons who have been 
on a drunkon spree, and that of all excit­ 
ing causes of fatal strokes alcohol Is the 
most potent. On the other hand, in my 
experience very few attacks take place, as 
is currently supposed, during somo ospo- 
clal mental or bodily strain. 
About one- 
fourth of those stricken with apoplexy die 
from tho attack." 


All of which is encouraging to persons 
conscious of overtasked mental effort and 
should be read, too, by novelists, particu­ 
larly women novelists, who are very fond 
of disposing of a villain or any incumber­ 
ing character by a stroke of apoplexy at 
some exciting climax in his career. Ac­ 
cording to Dr. Dana, this Is precisely the 
moment when he would not havo one.— 
New York Times.

His real name was 
Jacquot, his nom de guerre Eugene de 
Mlrecourt.

M. Gervais Courtellemont Hade the Peril­ 
ous Journey on a Mission For the Gov­ 
ernor of Algiers—The Seoond Frenchman 
to Hake the Trip and Return Alive. 


M. ' Gervais Courtellemont 
told the 
Geographical society in Paris of his visit 
to the holy city on a mission Intrusted to 
him by the governor general of Algeria. 
This gentleman Is the author of a series of 
Illustrated works on Mussulman countries, 
and ho was very glad of the opportunity 
to become acquainted with the oenter of 
the Mohammedan world. Only one French­ 
man before him has visited Mecca and re­ 
turned in safety. 


'' Last year," he said, '' the governor 
general of Algeria intrusted me with a 
mission to tho grand sheriff of Mecca. I 
succeeded In my difficult enterprise, and I 
owo my success to my companion, Hadj 
Akll, who has long been in the service of 
France, and has made 21 pilgrimages to 
Mecca. Whon we embarked at Suez, I was 
dressed in the garb of a poor Mussulman, 
nnd I mingled as one of them with my 
brother pilgrims. 
There wore merchants 
from Medina, a devout company 
from 
Aleppo, camel drivers from Nedj, and even 
slaves. I became very well acquainted 
with many of my comrades during the 
throe days on the steamer before wo reached 
Jidda. 
Hero debark every year the Innu­ 
merable pilgrims who come by the sea 
route. I had hardly landed when I was 
arrested by a Turkish policeman during 
tho momentary absence of my comrado. 
He plied mo with questions, which I an­ 
swered in good Arabic, and, as my pass­ 
port was all right, ho let me go. I found, 
however, that I was under suspicion. No 
ono invited mo to breakfast or dlnnor, 
which is a very bad sign In a Mohamme­ 
dan country. 


"Finally one of tho residents. Si All, 
asked mo to dine with him, and I nearly 
spoiled everything by my awkwardness at 
the table. 
Hadj Akli had little patience 
with mo. 
His remarks whon he got me 
alone were not encouraging. 


" !A'ou nro scarcely Intelligent,' he said. 
' You do not know how to behave at tho 
table. 
You will not live to see Mecca.'. 


"My host, SI All, was not more hopeful 
in his remarks. 
' You have brokon bread 
with mo,' ho said, 'and I am your friend. 
But do not try to go to Mecca. Tho sands 
of tho desert are white with tho bones of 
thoso liko you who havo tried to roach our 
holy city. You are throwing yourself into 
the fire. Allah forbids suicide.' " 


Tho traveler said, however, that ho was 
a good Mohammedan, and that if Allah 
wlshod to destroy him in the desert it was 
his fate. Tho next day SI All assisted him 
In his religious exercises and expressed 
himself as little satisfied with his manner 
of reciting the morning prayer. 
He was 
kind enough to assist for two days In the 
novice's education, and then M. Courtel­ 
lemont set out for the holy city. 
His de­ 
parture was hurried by the fact that he was 
exciting moro and more suspicion. He 
did not protend to be anything but a new 
convert, but even as a novice he was re­ 
garded as rather green. So he was glad to 
get away from Jidda. 
He made a forced 
inarch to Mecca, during which he suffered 
intetisela from the night cold, for he was 
mounted half naked on a donkey, and his 
head was shaven and bare. 
His best 
friends would not have recognized him. 
His comrades on the journey, who had not 
thought It necessary to manifest so much 
religious zeal, wore well wrapped in ample 
clothing.

"At break of day," said the traveler, " I 
entered tho holy city of Islam. A cloud 
of pigeons flew around me and even ob­ 
structed my path, and I trembled for fear 
of treading on them. This would be a very 
grave offense, for they are held in tho 
highest veneration by the poople of Mecca. 
I lost no time in repairing to the great 
mosque to make my first devotions. The 
first ceremony, the Tuaf, is to make seven 
times the circuit of the Caaba, or Bit 
Alia, House of God, reciting prayers In a 
loud voice. The Caaba Is an edifice in the 
form of a cube, each side about 40 feet 
wide and 60 feet high. It Is covered with 
a veil of black silk, with a splendid golden 
border about four feet 
wide 
running 
around tho top, on which are reproduced 
verses from the Koran. 


"After I had made the seven circuits of 
the Caaba at a rapid pace I was at liberty 
to embrace the black stone. 
This stone is 
about the height of a man, and is set into 
one of the angles of the Caaba. 
When the 
lips are touched to it, it does not give the • 
cold sensation of marble. For protection ] 
tho most of it is Incased in solid silver, 
and, according to usage, I threw my arms 
around this glistening covering while I 
kissed the sacred stone. 


" A more arduous ceremonial, the Sal, 
was to follow. I was required to travel 
seven times at a very rapid pace oter the 
road between the sacred porticoes Saf a and , 
Merua, a total distance of 4 X miles, recit­ 
ing prayers all the while in a high voice. 
The ceremony is in memory of the anguish 
of Hagar when she sought in vain for wa- 
ter for her little son, who was perishing of J 
thirst. 
The pilgrim is required to make 
this journey before he is permitted to 
drink of the miraculous water of the wells i 
of Zem-Zem, to which the angel Gabriel | 
directed the despairing Hagar.'" 


Among tho Interesting things he saw j 
was the ruins of a building erected not 
long ago for the purpose of disinfecting I 
tho clothing of pilgrims as they arrived in j 
the city. 
The idea was given up as im­ 
practicable, and the building was torn 
down. 


"How could they expect,'' asks M. Cour­ 
tellemont, "to disinfect the clothing of 
more than 860,000 pilgrims In a little 
building that was only 86 by 40 feet 
square? 
And why did they erect such an 
establishment in the city itself, when their 
sole purpose was to protect the oity from 
epidemics?" 


So Mecca continues to be one of the 
greatest of centers from which the plague 
of cholera spreads In all directions.—Paris 
letter. 


Cradle of Indian Babies. 


When you go through an Indian camp, 
you can see red and green sacks standing 
against the sides of the tepees, carried on 
the baoks of little girls by means of a 
blanket which is fastened at the waist 
with a broad leather belt, or being rooked 
to and fro by the wind in tho boughs of 
uottonwood trees. 
These sacks are Indian 
cradles. 
Sometimes, If the camp is going 
on a long journey In search of game or for 
water, or to escape a war party, two of 
these sacks are fastened together by stout 
•traps and swung over the back of a pony, 
one dangling on each side, like the baskets 
on a pack mule. But as a rule the horses 
ale left for the men and boys to ride, and 
& papooses are either carried by the girls 
or packed away on a "tmvolse,'

Natural Gaa. 


Investigations made in Ohio show that 
the weight of 100 cubic feet of natural gas 
may be set down at 4,987 pounds. It Is 
composed of 1,078 pounds of hydrogen and 
8,810 pounds of carbon, requires for its per 
feet combustion 969 8-10 oublo feet of air, 
Weighing 74,661 pounds; it makes in burn 
ing 9,648 pounds of steam and 11,788 
pounds of carbonlo acid, equal to 100, and 
produces 04,698 heat unite when the ateam 
Is not condensed, the total products of 00m 
bastion being, therefore, ateam, 9,648; car 
bonlo acid, 11,788; nitrogen, 67,418, or a 
total of 78,848 pounds. It is stated that if 
these products of combustion escape at a 
temperature of 600 degrees they carry off 
with them 18,718 heat units, or about 14 
per oent, of all the heat produced by the 
fire, or If they escape at 800 degrees they 
carry off less than 7 per cent If, however, 
for any reason twice as much air as is nec 
essary to combustion passes through the 
Are and escapes up the chimney along with 
these products of combustion, there would 
then at a temperature of 600 degrees be a 
loss of heat unite equal to about 266 per 
oent of all the heat produced by the fire.

With 
Onion* and Potatoes a 
Tiwwllnr 
Source of Inoame In Bermuda. 
It 1B the popular Impression that the 
production of lily blossoms for the Easter 
season in this country Is an Important In­ 
dustry In the Bermudas. 
The fact Is that 
the blossoms, are only a byproduct Inci­ 
dental to the growing of lily bulbs to be 
sent to Europe and America. 
The expor­ 
tation of the blossoms is small except at 
the Easter season, and at any other time of 
year when the plants are blooming the 
blossoms are given to visitors. 
The same 
Is true of freeslas, whloh are grown in 
great numbers. 


The soil and ollmate of the Bermudas 
are especially favorable t o the growing of 
the lily, and the bulbs are an important 
produot, sharing with onions and potatoes 
the attention of cultivators. The lily grow­ 
er separates the bulb into parts and plants 
each part. 
The new bulbs are not export­ 
ed the first year, but are the second. It 
takes four years to produoe the great 
bulbs, three Inches in diameter, from 
whloh spring the tall stalks crowned with 
many blossoms. 
The grower has boards 
with four holes of different sizes, and the 
bulbs are sorted by passing them through 
these holes. 
One sees in Bermuda 
1 lily 
fields covered with plants varying in 
height from a few Inches to two or three 
foet. 
The small ones are the stalks from 
young bulbs. The tallest are the ones 
sent to this country at Easter. 
The bulbs 
are removed from the ground In summer 
and set out again In the autumn. 


Bulb growing Is profitable and certain. 
The grower can be reasonably sure of the 
price from year to year, and he usually 
hopes to make a profit of about $2 per 
1,000 on lily bulbs Bold in lots of 100,000. 
General Hastings of this country, who 
finds the climate of the Bermudas peculiar­ 
ly suitable to his constitution, has man­ 
aged to evade the law forbidding alien 
ownership of land in the Islands and has 
become one of the most notable growers 
of lily bulbs. 


Work in the lily fields is done largely by 
negroes, though whites, men, women and 
children, are also seen in the little patches. 
The Bermuda negroes are better educated 
and seemingly more intelligent than the 
negroes of this country, and their bearing 
is markedly different. 
The Bermuda ne­ 
gro has the broad British accent and rather 
less of what is supposed in this country to 
bo the negro dialect. 
The ground for the 
lilies is broken first with the plow, and 
after that the cultivation Is entirely with 
hand implements. A large matlooklike 
hoe Is used. Although the snowy fields of 
liles and freeslas have often been describ­ 
ed, no one quite realizes the abundance of 
these and other flowers In the Bermudas. 
Lilies aro seen everywhere growing or cut 
and placed In water. 
Freeslas are gather­ 
ed and given away by the hundred. 
Chil­ 
dren on the roads throw great bunches of 
blossoms into passing carriages. The num­ 
ber of lilies is almost cloying, and visitors 
tiro of the ever present odor.—New York 
Sun.

Moonlight and In the Flaah of 
the Aurora Do real 1*. 


The "Iron bound" coast of Labrador is 
guarded by groups of Islands—barren, 
hopeless and forlorn looking rocks, all the 
more desolate in appearance for the miser­ 
able fishing huts or "tilts" that have boon 
thrown 
together on them. 
Entering 
through some narrow passage between 
these islands, the steamer anchors for the 
night In a rock bound basin, for it Is too 
dangerous work to navigate the Labrador 
waters after dark. 
The narrow passages 
between the Islands, both along the Lab­ 
rador and in the Newfoundland bays, are 
called '' tickles,'' and aptly so, for It seems 
as if the sea had reached out foamy fingers 
and tickled the rocky ribs of the coast un­ 
til it split its sides with grim, stormy 
laughter. 


One evening we found one of these 
tickles nearly blocked by a huge Iceberg 
whloh had drifted into It and grounded. 
We passed near enough to feel Its chilling 
breath and to have thrown a biscuit on it, 
as the sailors say. 
We had hardly anchor­ 
ed in the harbor before we heard loud re­ 
ports in rapid succession, like the firing of 
field artillery. 
Looking in the direction 
from which they came, we saw above the 
heights that surrounded the basin the 
peak of the iceberg swaying slowly and 
majestically to and fro and finally disap­ 
pearing, a peak of different shape rising 
from behind the height and taking Its 
place. 


They say that an avalanche is sometimes 
go delicately poised that the vibrations 
from a shout or a handclap will start It 
on its destructive oourse, and possibly the 
wash from our steamer had disturbed the 
iceberg's equilibrium. At night the moon 
rose, and the northern lights throbbed in 
the sky, so that the Iceberg's peak was at 
times bathed In silver, at times in a clear 
translucent crimson. It Isn't often you 
find a combination of iceberg, moonlight 
and northern lights, and feeling that I 
might never again behold suoh an exquis­ 
ite «oene I remained for hours on desk 
watching It.—Gustav Kobbe in St. Nich­ 
olas. 


Boiling; Potatoes. 


If potatoes be covered with boiling water 
and placed on the fire, they will cook in B0 
minutes. 
If they be very small they may 
get done in 38 minutes, and if they be 
large it may take 88 to cook them suffi­ 
ciently. 
They should be kept boiling all 
the time after they once begin, but not at 
a furious rate, as a too rapid boiling 
breaks the-surface of the potato before the 
oenter is cooked. 
The time of cooking is 
to be counted from the moment the boiling 
water is poured over the potatoes. 
When 
the potatoes are done, the water should be 
poured off and the steam then allowed to 
escape. 
Should It be necessary to keep 
them warm after that cover them with a 
coarse towel, never with the pot cover, for 
if the steam does not have a ohance to es­ 
cape it will be absorbed by the potatoes, 
whloh will become sodden, dark and 
strong flavored.—Cooking.
